PIA sent a reminder note on
July 3, 2006, via email and fax, requesting the same information by July 13, 2006.
As of July 25, 2006, you failed to provide a response to PIA. Per program rules,
if there is insufficient documentation to determine the eligibility of a service, the
service is deemed ineligible. You have failed to provide evidencc on appeal that
USAC erred in its original decision. Consequently, the appeal is denied.
